: Football At Stalag Luft Il 


Stalag Luft III is not listed among the Big Four of 
this conference, but football and Don football at that, 
goes on there, although unscheduled and pigskinless. 
When the Flying Fortress, Rose O’Day, was shot 
down over France on Dec. 20, 1942, a fullback of the ’39 
and ’40 teams made his way out of the wreck and started 
scrimmage. Lt. Leonard Gene Hamaker, prisoner of war 
in the concentration camp for air corps at Sagen, 90 miles 
from Berlin (Stalag Luft III) is still playing the game. 
Back in the Don days Gene Hamaker learned the 
meaning of “block and tackle.’’ Since December, 42, he 
has been a “‘Kriegie,’’ the American and British short for 
the long name of “Kriegsgefangener” (prisoner of war). 
In the difficult position of Kriegie this unconquerable Don 
does ‘honor to the tactics taught him on the gridiron. From 
out of the clutch of the “knock-down and drag-out’” foe 
of emprisonment soars a new type of touchdowns. Here is 
one of them, from a letter Gene wrote to his parents: 
“You’re right about having a lot of living to do in 
the future—and it won’t be hard to get a big kick out of 
life, either.”’ 
The Don Kriegie, however, tops his score with this 
one: “I don’t feel sorry for myself ...so why should any- 
one else!” 
Three other Dons, former football men, are also in 
the line-up.at Sagen. If the:great American college game 
' has taught these young men, shorn of the comforting 
forces of home and fatherland, this secret of keeping in 
the air the spheroid of hope and courage, then hats off to 
football, at Stalag Luft III and wherever else it is played!
